Reports from Ponce — Fear of plague. 

Ponoe, Poeto Eioo, November 1, 1899. 

Sib : I have the honor to transmit herewith the weekly quarantine 
and abstract of bills of health reports for the week ended October 28 ; 
also, a consolidated statement of work done at this station daring the 
month of October. 

Nothing of interest has occurred among the shipping, and the gen- 
eral health of Ponce remains about the same. A few cases of measles 
are reported. 

The medical faculty of Ponce are exercised about the spread of 
bubonic plague to South America, and on the 28th ultimo, following a 
report of the disease in Trinidad, there was held a meeting of the doc- 
tors of the city conjointly with the board of health to discuss the mat- 
ter. The meeting, however, was not well attended, and finally 
adjourned to meet again in the near future, having transacted little 
business beyond asking me some questions concerning the equipment I 
had to meet this emergency if it prove one, and expressing their fears 
to the superior board of health at San Juan. This was all done on the 
presumption that the plague had reached the English island of Trini- 
dad. The only reports I have seen are in the local papers, and these 
simply report plague in Trinidad without mentioning which Trinidad.
